Bieckinridge. So soon as I ceased speaking, Mr. 
Breckinridge was called fur, and arose, but was 
silenced by Know- Nothing cries for "Wolll" 
"Woll!" "WhII!" Mr Bn (kit. ridge was una 
ble to wait it nut. The steamboat was waiting to 
carry ns both down the river. So we were oblig 
ed to quit the hall together, leaving "Wolfish 
Sam" in complete possession. I had then an op 
portumty for conference with Mr. Breckinridge, 
and learned bis views Irom his own lip: 
you sec, I can bear direct personal te-tioiimv as 
to the position of John C. Breckinridge in 1C55 
— for he stood by my side. 

So far, then, as the contest of 1^55 is concern- 
ed, .Mr. Bi eckinridge and Mr. Douglas have equal 
claims to your sympathy and support. 

As to the indecorous boast made by some of 
Mr. Douglas' supporters,' hat the fact ol his wife's 
being a proles-orof the Catholic laith will secure 
for him the Catholic vote, I will not pause to 
consider it.

A storm never pours its desolating lury with- 
out some promonilory symptoms whereby the wise j 
may be forewarned to resist or bow before il. 
Such symptoms mere are now on the political 
horizon of on approaching financial tempest, so I 
patent that the dullest obseiver cannot fail to 
note them. Wall street gave evidence last week ' 
of gathering trouble in the sudden depreciation of 
sto. ks, and the temporary panic which ensued. 
Affairs in that quarter rallied for a while, it is 
true; the alarm was abated; but now things be | 
«in to look dirk there again. The political con- 
dition of the country, whether it tends to diou- J 
nion or not, no man can deny, is even at this mo- ! 
men' seriously affecting our monetary and com- ; 
mercial interests. Sirce the Pennsylvania election 
stocks and securities of almost all kinds have 
declined from two to ten per cent — Virginia sixes 
fell thiee percent yesterday — and in thai peiiod 
— but a few brief weeks — the depieci ilion has 
nut been less thin fifteen or twenty millions of 
dollars. Professional m, n Slid others, who have 
re'i'ed from business and who hold slocks and 
Hiciuities, lire selling out and investing t In ir 
money in something else, so much incertitude is 
there about the future inteiesls of the country.
